them under the hand of the Commiſſary that tooke the Muſters reſpectively. 

Ail which accompts and the ſeverall parts thereof (being prepared as atoreſaid ) you are ro 
bring in, or cauſe to be brought in and delivered before the 24. day of this inſtant lanuary, un- 
to Col. Thomas Herbert, Col. Vincent Potter, and the Marſball Generall of the Army, or any ot them 

(being Commiſſioners appointed for the receiving, examining , ſtating and ballancing of the 
ſaid accomprs ) and if you cannot fo ſuddainly prepare and bring in ſuch exact accompts as a-
